Some 1,579,324 cents dated 1974 were struck in aluminum as experimental 
pieces. None were placed in circulation, and most were later destroyed. One is 
in the Smithsonian. Because Congress never divested interest in the aluminum 
pieces, any that still exist are the property of the federal government.
